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Sir: 

This communication is in response to the Communication November 18, 2003, having an 
initial period of response expiring on December 18, 2003. 

Claims 1-45 are currently pending in the application and subject to a Restriction 
Requirement. Applicants provisionally elect to prosecute the claims of Group VI, claims 18-28. 
Applicants, however, request reconsideration of the restriction requirement, especially with 
regard to Groups VI and Vn. The applicants respectfully submit that combining Groups VI and 
Vn would not present an undue burden on the Office and would, in fact, reduce the case load for 
the Office. 
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The Office also requests that the applicants elect a single disclosed species from each of 
the subgroups A-C ("A" being disease cells; "B" being binding molecules; and *'C" being Tags) 
(see page 4 of Paper 11). As discussed with the Examiner during a telephone conference on 
December 12, 2003, the applicants provisionally elect the species comprising an antibody or part 
or derivative thereof The applicants also note that one or more claims of Group VI are generic, 
as acknowledged by the Office, and specifically request that the non-elected subject matter be 
rejoined upon the allowance of a generic claim (37 C.F.R. § 1.141). The applicants respectfully 
request reconsideration of the species restriction, in as much as the claims define a reasonable 
number of species.
